(1) The exchange of Intelligence .nd information 
between the U.S. Government and various foreign government* is a 
form of mutual assistance conducted at arm# length from motive* 
of self-interest. If presupposes that beyond the mere urge to barter 
secret knowledge there are important common national interests. 
Familiarity with these common national interest# is the only practical 
construction of ’’foreign policy guidance” as applied to the exchange 
of foreign intelligence and information.
